Advice and Suggestion fo Lovers

About tobacco—a word from Vienna, 


An alleged case of death from tobacco 
poison, acting on the otherwise diseased 
heart of an inveterate smoker, bus of lute 
greatly interested the medical profession 
of that city. At a conserence on the sub-' 
ject Dr. Favargerhas given the following 
advice to smokers: Never smoke when 
the stomach is empty. Do not hold the 
pipe or cigur continuously in the mouth 
when smoking, bnt withdraw it for 
breathing space between the whiffs. 
Never smoke a foul pipe or cigar-holder, 
and smoke strong and weak cigars alter- 
nately. There is no better antidote to 
nicotine, says Favarger, than tannic acid, 
which is an important ingredient of red 
wine, as well as of tea and coffee. There- 
fore, says he, let the smoker who would ' 
have the least harm done him by nicotine 
drink, when he is smoking, red wine, co 
fee. or ten.

He has fonn 
that the disease most frequently induce 
by smoking is fatty degeneration of th 
heart, but he IB a smoker himself ane 
Joes not advise his patients to forswea 
long habit.

Tbe 
blizztrd extended even lo the southern 
extremity of Florida, and people who at 
noon of that day were fitting at dinner 
with windows open and coats off, weie a 
few hours later wrapped in great coats 
and Bitting around roaring iirep. Yes, 
paid the gentleman, who was jiifct now 
beginning to get warmed U[i to hie Mib- 
ject, tbe very air froze up, and you couM 
break it off in larjje pieces."

Major-General Schofleld, with an orange 
scarf across his breast, walked past the 
line at the head of the bureau chiefs of 
the War Department, each clad in the 
uniform to which his rank entitled him. 
Adjutant-General Keltons and Generals 
McKeever, Rochester, Bennett, Mac- 
Feeley, Casey, and Colonel Barr, \vith 
officers of the Third Artillery, the Sixth 
Cavalry and a number of those on spe- 
cial duty in this city constituted the 
army contingent. 


Admiral Port* did not head the 


navy. He sent his regrets and allowed 
the bureau chiefs of the Navy Depart- 
ment to represent him. The naval rep- 
resentatives were Commodores Ramsey, 
Brown, Mllvillo, White, Sicard and 
Wilson, and a number of officers on spe- 
cial duty in Washington.
